TRUE STORY OF THE SALE 
OF BIG ELEPHANT JUMBO 


From Records of London Zoological Society 


Being an Interesting and Sincere Statement of Facts Relating to the Purchase 
of the Big Pachyderm by P. T. Barnum through his Agent, Mr. Davis— 
Why Jumbo was Sold—The Attitude of the English People. 


By JOHN 


EADING the articles which have ap- 
peared in The Billboard during the 
last few months on this interesting 
subject, one may well ask: ‘‘What 
is the true story of Jumbo?’ One 
statement has been made, and then another, 
and then another, until at last we are in @ 
whirl of misundd@rstandings and cross-state- 
ments, out of which it will be difficult to elicit 
the truth. I have been at great pains to un- 
earth the correspondence which took place be- 
tween the Zoological Society and Mr. Bar- 
num, and all else connected with the sale of 
the great pachyderm. I am greatly indebted 


to the courtesy of Mr. Cole, of the Zoological 


Society, for the great opportunities given to 
peruse the different letters and telegrams, and 
to make photographs of them for the purpose of 


this article. In these letters and telegrams I 
find no mention of Mr. Murray or Mr. Warner. 


The whole of the deal seems to have been done 
by Mr. Barnum himself, or an agent who had 


the power to sign his name, and Mr. Davis. 
There are several letters of Davis’ to the Zo- 
ological Society, making arrangements about 
the sale and removal of the beast. With re- 
gard to the reason given for parting with the 
gigantic animal, I can not do better than quote 
the superintendent’s report from the Minutes 
of the Council of the Zoological Society. This 
superintendent was Mr. Bartlett, and no man 
ever had a finer or more extensive knowledge 
of wild animals than he. 


EXTRACT FROM MINUTE BOOK 
December 21, 1881. 

The secretary reported the receipt of a tel- 
egram from Mr. Barnum, of New York, asking 
lowest price of the large African elephant. 

Superintendent’s report: ‘I have for some 
time past felt very uncomfortable with refer- 
ence to this fine animal, and my fear of him is 
also entertained by all the keepers except 
Mathew Scott, who is the only man in the 
Gardens who dares enter this animal’s den 
alone. I have no doubt whatever that the an- 
imal’s condition has at times been such that 
he would kill anyone except Seott who ven- 
tured alone in his den; but up to the present 
Scott has had the animal perfectly and com- 
pletely under bis control. How long this state 
of things may continue it is quite impossible 
to say. At the same time I consider that the 
matter is of so serious a nature that I feel 
called upon to draw the attention of the Coun-

Batntm’s 
cable in 1881, in which he asked Mr. Bart- 
lett te ‘‘eable the lowest price for largest Af- 
rican elephant,’”’ to which an answer was given 
by the society as stated above: ‘“‘Two thousand 
pounds as he stands.”” On January 21 Mr. Bar- 
num accepted the society’s terms in a cable 
in the following terms: ‘‘Terms for large ele- 
phant accepted, now arranging terms with 
steamship for transportation here; our agent 
sails for London soon. This cable was re- 
ported to the society at the meeting on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1882. 

It is undoubtedly true that the animal was 
in a vicious state, that it had exhibited a fall- 
ing away from that path of amiability and 
quietness that had hitherto been characteristic 
of it, and that there was a real danger to the 
visiting public by keeping the elephant in the 
gardens. The Zoological Society was divided 
against itself as to whether it was advisable 
to part with the animal, and a great deal of as- 
perity was shown by the two sides in dealing 
with the matter. The society was deluged with 
letters from fellows deploring the decision it 
had come to in parting with the animal to Bar- 
num. 

A little later on legal action was brought 
against the secretary by a section of the soct- 
ety. and an injunction was obtained in the 
Rolls Court to stay the delivery of the animal 
to Mr. Barnum, but this injunction only lasted 
for a day and was then removed. I give a few 
extracts from this most interesting judgment 


which gives unmistakably the reason the ele- 


phant was parted with. 
The following extract is from the judgment 


of Mr. Justice Chitty, delivered in the Rolls 
Court, Chancery Lane, on Wedensday, March

When I told them I was getting nothing and 
was taking the people out myself, they looked 
upon me as crazy. Every theatre in Germany

DECKER WINS IN AKRON. 


After a bitter fight between Charles Decker, 
proprietor of Luna, a successful moving picture 
theatre at Akron, Ohio, and the officials of 
that city, Mr. Decker has won a complete vic- 
tory, causing to be declared unconstitutional 
and void by the proper authority a recently 
passed ordinance prohibiting the use of a pho 
negraph to advertise a moving picture show. 
The case is an interesting one, and may be 
profitable to others in the moving picture busi 
ness. 

Like most other industrious, wide-awake 
moving picture men, Mr. Decker installed a 
photograph as a ‘“‘barker’’ in front of his 
Luna, and began to coin sheckles with re- 
newed vigor. Like most other city officials, the 
councilmen and mayor of Akron became en 
vious of the success of Luna and its hustling 
manager, and they decided to curtail business 
there. To this end an ordinance was passed, 
which declared that whoever, by ringing a 
bell or gong, or by using a phonograph or 
other instrument for producing or reproducing 
sounds, or by using loud or boisterous language. 
or by any unusual noise whatever, shall adver 
tise goods, wares or merchandise for sale, either 
at auction or in any other manner, or shal 
by any means advertise any show, theatre, ex 
hibition or entertainment, shall be fined not 
more than ten dollars.

Talks of Her Love for 
Simplicity 


More New York Plays Reviewed Sar- 
torially and Some Vaudeville 
Gowns Described.

LITTLE visit to a player's dressing 

room during a performance certain- 

ly gives one a glimpse of the true 

hospitality of the actor, or actress, 

as the present one to be written of 
happened to be And this time it was te the 
stage dressing room of Helen Ware, who is 
Malena Leveson in The Road to Yesterday, 
which is having a successful run at the 
Herald Square Theatre now that Lew Fields 
has taken his company entour. Ey the way, 
too, the authoresses, Mrs. Evelyn G. Suther. 
land and Beulah Dix, were in the audience 
the afternoon I attended, and Minnie Dupree 
wandered out in the lobby befere the per 
formance to see the littl: women 

Miss Ware, the subject of my sketch, was 
very cordial and chatty, saying: “I was born 
in San Francisco, but I came East when I 
was only five years old, so that I can't call 
myself very much of a Westerner, though in 
tenyperament and inclination I belleve the land 
of my nativity has is influence. Since be- 
ginning the study of my present part I bave 
been thoroughly convinced of the theury of 
transmigration. 1 did net know much of 
theosophy previously, but I have read many 
books on the subject and its truths seem to 
me natural and convincing. I really feel that 
I must bave been an Indian or a Gypsy in a 
previous existence; for I sometimes have an 
inclination to go and live like the wild ani 
mals do, out in the woods, free from any 
restriction. 1 love the simple at any rate, and 
detest all formality In the summer I tell you 
I live the simple life and try to get enough 
rowing, swimming, riding and outdoor exer 
cise to last a while. Strangely enough, all the 
company, nearly, believe in the thesis of this 
play, too. I remember a strange incident that 
happened to me about five years ago that | often 
recall now with such a queer feeling since play- 
ing the Gypsy in this play. When up in Maine, 
a party of us visited some Gypsies then en 
camped in the Maine woods An old Gypsy 
woman among them apparently took a great 
fancy to me, as she wished to adopt me. So 
you see I could have become a real Gypsy in- 
stead of a make-believe one. A comic opera 
Gypsy would be quite to my liking. I have 
had considerable voice culture and I held @ 
position as church soloist for several years. 

“Singing is one of my delights, but I sup- 
pose I had better not let myself drift into it 
now. My sister, Ada Remer, is a member of 
the George Fawcett Stock of Baltimore. Remerc 
is my right name. i, too, have had some con; 
siderable experience in stock, but I made my 
debut as an extra with Maude Adams, in The 
Little Minister. Since that I have been with 
Otis Skinner, Blanche Walsh, Robert Edeson 
and a number of the present day stars. Last 
year as Celia in The Kreutzer Sonata, I was 
taken for a Jewess, and the author, Jacob 
Gordon, would hardly believe otherwise. They 
thought I had the great temperament of & 
Jewess. I am to play the part sometime at 
the Thalia Theatre with an all Yiddish com- 
pany. Naturally I shall have to speak English, 
I don’t want to play bad ladies all the time, 
nor sweet Malinas, though I much prefer the 
Gypsy to Malina Into the former the dram- 
atists have written much dramatic § intensity 
and I feel it all thoroughly. In fact, I am a 
great believer in feeling your part. To me 1 
must feel it. I must be that character Some 
one once told me, ‘Oh, you don’t need to feeb 
a part, but you must make your audience do. 
so.’ Well, that theory wouldn't do for me; 
I must think, live and feel every Line of It."’ 

I found The Road to Yesterday company a. 
very genial, happy one; in fact, between the 
second and third acts they have their afternoon 
tea. That is, some good hot tea and delicious 
wafers are served, which they enjoyed, as it 
seems to refresh them very much for the fol- 
lowing two acts. 

Between Acts III and IV Miss Ware makes. 
one of the quickest and most difficult changes 
I ever witnessed. She only has a very few 
minutes to remove the Gypsy make-up and to 
make up again as Malena Leveson. And here's 
where she proved to me her athletic powers, 


for it really took the hardest kind of work to. 


remove the heavy brown make-up and acquire 
a fresh, clean, straight make-up for the art- 
ist’s wife. And she gave herself such a.

BUILDING THE WHITE CITY, MAN- 
CHESTER. 


Manchester, England, is known as a Grey 
City, and has been singularly devoid of a place 
of resort in summer afternoons and evenings 
where good music was in attendance on things 
beautiful and bright. There were the sixteen 
acres of Royal Botanical Gardens, Old Traf 
ford, a little over two miles from the Town 
Hall, but, except when flower shows were being 
held there, attractions were absent; The gar 
dens were prettily arranged, but something 
more was needed. And it is this ‘‘something”’ 
which the White City will provide and provide 
it well. The main, central portion of the 
Gardens will be greatly altered, and around 
this centre with picturesque line and quaint 
design, will be many attractions in the way of 
shows. But the board of the White City is 
fully aware of the great artistic value of th« 
fine trees in the Gardens, and with only her 
and there an unavoidable exception, will be re- 
ligiously preserved. The trees and foliage are 
part of the making of the place. The build- 
ings at present in the Gardens will all be util 
ized—the fine Palm House will be a tea room. 
The Giant Palms will remain and be a unique 
attraction. The Exhibition Hall, known for its 
beautiful flower shows, will form the principal 
restaurant. The long range of buildings run- 
ning nearly all the whole length of the western 
side, which were part of Manchester’s Great 
Exhibition, will be used for restaurant, dancing 
hall and skating rink. The central part will be 
widened to form a gallery for promenading 
around the dancing hall, for the maple floor- 
ing must be kept clear. The great roof-climb- 
ing plants and trailers will all be kept as at 
present, for in spring and summer they are ever 
beautiful, and will, with myriads of small 
electric lamps, amongst other foliage, be a 
charming sight. 


Close to where the Fairy Fountain was in 
1887 will be a new one, The electric illumina- 
tion will not be from the side tower as be- 
fore, but from below, sending rays not on to, 
but into the water. The other shows include 
airships, fire engine display, scenic railroad, 
water chute; the ever-welcome Helter-Skelter 
and many others. On several occasions ‘there 
have been comments about ‘‘Americanizing’’ 
these Gardens. If this means reproducing the 
Street at Coney Island nothing could be much 
further from the actual facts, This White 
City is to be a beautiful and attractive spot, a 
delightful place for a summer’s afternoon and 
evening, with everything the best of its re- 
spective kind, and for English enjoyment in 
English ways. 

One thing should not be forgotten. The first 
is that many shows in American amusement 
parks originated in England, and are English 
in character and fact, Americans congregated 
these several entertainments in one place, anu 
thus form one concentrated magnetic attrac- 
tion. It is this aggregation of shows and 
amusements, with the best procurable music, 
picturesque building and outlook, brilliant illu- 
minations, good accommodations for  refresh- 
ments at reasonable prices which the board of 
the company set itself to achieve, believing t 
result will be the highest and happiest attrac- 
tion Manchester has ever had. 

The manager of Manchester’s White City is 
John C. Brown, The architects laying out th 
grounds and designing the whole ‘“‘City’’ en- 
tirely supervising its erection, are Messrs. 
Charles Heathcote & Sons, Manchester. They 
have their work cut out to be ready for Whit 
Monday. 

The White City site is admirably situated for 
the convenience of the many thousands who 
will be its visitors. There are tram routes 
by Stratford Rd., Chester Rd., City Rd. and 
from Salford by Trafford Rd., and also from 
Sala, and other places. Then there is the 
railway station at Old Trafford, And by one 
route or another, visitors from all parts can 
be brought direct to the White City’s gates. 


PRIMITIVE PEOPLE AT PARKS. 


Paul Howse’s article on A Modern Amuse- 
ment Park, in The Billboard’s Spring Special, 
shows much care in preparation, and the policy 
of the Chicago White City in its efforts to 
contribute to the care and comfort of the pub- 
lic as well as its own employes should receive 
close attention from managers generally. 

Mr. Howse’s advocacy of native villages of 
primitive people shows a distinct trend on the 
part of park managers to offer to their patrons 
educational exhibits possessing great human in- 
terest. Unless, however, there is a modifica- 
tion of the attitude of managers in respect 
to percentages and service charges toward the 
men who are willing to undertake the trouble, 
time and great expense involved in the se- 
curing of natives for such villages and the 
proper installation of such exhibits, there can 
be no adequate financial inducement to them. 
Where managers exact the same percentages 
and extra charges on native villages that they 
require other shows to pay, unless all the con- 
ditions that go to make an amusement enter- 
prise successful are present in an eminent de- 
gree, there is no chanec to secure a proper re- 
turn on the investment. Such exhibits receive a 
tremendous amount of newspaper notoriety, from 
which the park gets a direct benefit through 
increased attendance. It requires many months 
of planning ahead to put on a native village 
properly. There is a great deal of unproduc- 
tive time, during which the expense is con- 
stant, and no income, The transportation ex- 
pense entails a heavy outlay, while field and 
incidental expenses mount even higher. The 
people must be returned to their homes, under 
pay until the destination is reached. While 
the wages of native people are not high, their 
subsistence and incidental expenses run the fig- 
ures up to those paid the average performers 
around parks. With the short sesson of three 
and a half months to get back all the ex- 


pense and a sufficient bank roll to weather the 
winter months, during which time a remunera- 
tive engagement is almost an impossibility,

COMMERCE COMMISSION CUTS 
OUT SHOWMEN’S PREROGATIVE 


Railroad Rates May Change on Day’s Notice 


Old Thirty-Day Clause Relegated and one Distinctly less Auspicious to the Show 
man Supersedes it— Much will Depend upon the Efficiency of Railroad 
Contracting Agents to obtain Permanence of Rates Agreed Upon. 


HE Interstate Commerce Commission 

has ruled that railroads are relieved 

of the necessity of thirty days’ notice 

on the rates for transportation of 

cireuses and other show outfits, which 
may hereafter be changed by a single day's no 
tice. 

The ruling that has been superseded was 4 
prerogative granted to traveling amusement in 
stitutions, and its discontinuance is a distinet 
loss not only to the tent show contingent, but 
to theatrical interests as well. The com- 
mission holds that the order was enacted in 
recognition of the difficulty on the part of the 
railroads to establish rates on show transpor- 
tation in advance of the shipper’s request de 
seribing the character and volume of the traffic 
offered. 

Therefore. rates are to become effective one 
lay after filing of the tariff with the Commis- 
ion. and the railroads are not reguired, as 


heretofore, to post such tariff in their sta 
tions. 

One article of the ruling that will operate in 
the manner of a safeguard for shippers is the 
requirement that all railroads publish and file 
copies of the general rules governing their rates 
on traffic. The rates themselves, as made 
with the contracting agent, may, however, be 
changed upon twenty-four hours’ notice. 

Showmen have lost a privilege affecting trans- 
portation that will, no doubt, entail an added 
expense to them, if net in one way, then in 
another, for the condition will demand the 
services of the most efficient railroad contract- 
ing agents procurable. whose popularity will 
largely influence the degree of permanency of 
the rates accepted by them. 

There is color in the prospect for the rail- 
read contractor, but for the proprietor of the 
show it is oppressingly gray and heavy.

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The old notions of morality that 
gave rise to the laws and ordinances of 


extortion toward the circus that still 

obtain in many places, were 
Preying long since exploded. The 
On the traveling tent show is no 
Circus. longer regarded by the peo- 


ple as legitimate prey for 
county and city officials. The old laws 
endure simply because no local oppo- 
sition is ever made to them. Where 
these laws are of recent origin the au- 
thorities are solely responsible for 
them. It is high time, then, that the 
people be encouraged to make their 
wishes known in this regard. Their 
local newspapers are the agents 
through which this may be effected; 
and as the newspapers are the mentors 
for the public, no fitter instrumentality 
could be engaged. They have already 
accomplished much in the segregated 
districts; but it is meet that an appeal 
be made to them to blazon the iniquity 
of the practices aimed at the circuses 
and to call upon the people for a gen- 
eral remedy. 

The circus of to-day is a vastly im- 
proved institution over that of a gen- 
eration ago. It is operated on a 
strictly business basis, with all the 
pristine features of graft and faking 
eliminated. The people get what they 
pay for—yes, more than they pay for 
on the old scale of values, for while 
the performances have undergone a 
continual process of improvement, the 
admission fee has not been increased. 
In order to meet the augmented ex- 
pense of operation the seating capaci- 


ties have been increased to the high- 
est degree practicable, and the indi- 
vidual pays no more for the improved, 
expurgated entertainment than he did 
for the infinitely inferior shows of a 
couple of decades ago. 

Let us see how fairly the showmen 
have dealt with their patrons: The 
expense of operation has increased in 
every department. The circus outfit 
of the present day, even in proportion 
to the increased revenue from the en- 
larged seating capacity, costs much 
more than it did in the past. This 
means that the percentage of profit 
on the original investment has been 
reduced from the very outset. Wages 
paid to the workingmen are higher; 
salaries of performers and agents are 
higher; transportation costs more—al- 
Ways on the basis of comparative size; 
provender is more expensive. In fine, 
the circus proprietor is called upon to 
spend a dollar for what formerly 
cost him much less. But with all this 
extra demand for outlay, he has main- 


tained his old scale of admission 
prices. 
What has he received in return? 


The cities into which his exhibition 
draws thousands of suburban and 
country visitors, as well as from other 
towns within a radius of many miles, 
exact an exorbitant license fee for 
the performance proper, frequently 
supplementing it with an equally ex- 
tortionate exaction for the parade. 
The people, for whose comfort and 
safety no effort or precaution is spared, 
are ever ready to place their claims 
in the hands of a shyster lawyer when 
one of them is injured ever so slight- 
ly through some carelessness of his 
own while in proximity to the circus 
property. The average circus propri- 
etor incurs as many suits at law every 
year as a Hearst newspaper, and if 
even a small percentage of them were 
proved not to be utterly devoid of the 
justice of their claims, he would find 
himself bankrupt after his first sea- 
son. Of course these suits being of a 
hold-up nature are seldom pressed, as 
the defendants might have the costs to 
pay, but where local prejudice may have 
an influence with the court in a claim 
that admits of doubt as to the issue, 
the showman often considers it wiser 
to settle by compromise and have 
done with it. 


Of all the newspapers that have 
taken up this interesting question, the 
Columbia (S. C.) Record has proba- 
bly gone most thoroughly into detail. 
The following editorial, printed in the 
Record’s columns, is illustrative of 
the fair stand that paper assumes: 


We suppose the city authorities were strictly 
complying with law in insisting upon the circus 
paying a license of $200 simply for a parade, 
but there is no question about it being a most 
exorbitant charge, and the insistence upon its 
payment resulted in great disappointment to 
hundreds of people who missed seeing a pa- 
rade because of it. Perhaps it may have been 
cruelty to many a youngster who for reasons 
of various kinds could not have seen any 
more of the show but the parade. 

It seems about time, considering we are now 
in the twentieth century, for municipalities to 
cease looking upon circuses as legitimate ob. 
jects to hold up and extort almost any amount 
from for the privilege of giving performances. 
The old idea that the circus is an aggrega- 
tion of the most vicious immorality traveling 
through the country leaving a deadly blight 
of evil influence in its traii has long since 
been exploded and discarded like se many 
other ideas arising from ignorance and _ in- 
tolerance, but the old custom of taxing it as 
a vice still remains. As a matter of fact, there 
is more real wholesome entertainment and gen- 
uine, useful instruction to be obtained from a 
circus than any other class of popular amuse- 
ment. <A circus takes a great deal of money 
from communities where it shows, but it 
leaves quite a good deal at the same time. 
These amusement enterprises are but an oc- 
casional financial drain, while there are many 
accepted legitimate businesses, like insurance, 
for instance, which are a daily, 
sary, moneys drain. These and otber corpora- 
tions and businesses easily coming to mind 
take away hundreds of thousands of dollars 
yearly over and above returns, yet never a 
thought is given to imposing exorbitant license 
fees upon them. 

We think the circus a good thing, an ex- 
cellent school for obtaining knowledge and in 
struction in zoology and geography, for in- 
Slance. For both to young and old the sight 
of beasts, birds and reptiles of foreign lands 
not only increases a desire to learn more of 
them and their habits, but something about 
where they come from, and so forth. The won- 
derful system and organization which can be 
seen in part at any performance is also a 
valuable object lesson and other useful in- 
struction might be mentioned, along with the 
thrill one experiences and the pleasure one 
enjoys in witnessing various features of the 
performance. Circus managements exercise a 
far stricter oversight of the personal conduct 
of employes than any other business enterprise. 
The require absolutely the closest observance 
of sobriety, decency and morality, generally, 
on part of all paid employes, so that the 
average attache of a circus, excepting, perhaps, 
the commonest laborers, is about as decent in 
his conduct and as respectable in his manner 
of life as the average citizen of any com 
munity. This, and the general insistence upon | 
respectable conduct, are facts quite contrary 
to the popular idea of some years ago and 


which remains to some extent to this day, but 
only among the ignorant or those who, be- 


cause of intolerance, refuse to investigate or 


accept the investigation of reputable people 
and writers whe have traveled with circuses 
just to learn and let an interested public 


know what are 
Hence, we 


real conditions. 
find among other things relegated 


to the scrap heap of discarded ideas because 
false and exploded, that famous, bright, and 
supposedly appropriate funny joke about the 


“old man’’ explaining his presence at the 
circus because he had to accompany the chil 
dren who wanted ‘‘to see the animals.’’ There 
is no point to the joke nowadays for no re 
spectable man or woman hesitates to attend 
a circus performance if he or she desires to. 
No hypocritical pillar of the church, state or 
society feels the slightest fear of being 
“caught’’ at a circus now. 

Since these things are so, we think it about 
time the idea that a circus being vicious and 
immoral in its effects, it must be exorbitantly 
taxed, ought to be thrown in the scrap heap 
also. A reasonable license tax, a 
making comparison with smaller amusement 
enterprises, is entirely proper, but the prac 
tice of compelling circuses to stand and de 
liver ought to be stopped, because it is wrong 
in the first place and because it has a tendency 
to deprive the public, especially the poor, of 
a comparatively rare but innocent, wholesome 
and most instructive popular amusement.
